Well it looks like we were wrong. We thought a zine could 
run games without fees and remain a zine of quality. Between 
players dropping because they had made no financial commitment 
and our financial difficulties, we have been overwhelmed. 

"Effective immediately: All future games will have a game 
fee of one dollar. An additional one dollar deposit is now man- 
datory. For every turn missed, a player will have 25^ deducted 
from his deposit. A player may replenish his deposit at any 
time. If a player gets down to no deposit he is out of the game. 
Original players who are eliminated or complete the game will 
have the remaining portion of their deposit refunded. If a player 
drops, he forfeits his deposit. Stand-bys need pay neither game 
fee nor deposit. Traders need pay neither game fee nor deposit 
if also opening up a game to us without fee. Of course the above 
rules are subject to friendly and reasonable consideration of 
individual cases. 

We are sorry. The fee is very small and really should not 
be a problem to our players, but it does represent the defeat of 
a principle. The deposit is necessary. As always we continue to 
keep at least one game of regular Diplomacy open. And we take 
this opportunity to announce that we are opening a game of 
Youngstown. If ' you want to be in a regular, 'Europe 1721, or 
Youngstown game, write, and enclose $2.00.
